The recent, and by now irritating bugbear of a 
65 per cent minimum academic requirement will 
again appear on the agenda of a Students’ Society 
Open Meeting, this time in the form of an added 
requirement of maintenance of the 65 per cent stand- 
ard during the term office. 

It Was our original impression that the motion 
calling for a minimum academic standing of 65 per 
cent as a requirement to hold certain demanding posts 
in student activities was a preventive rather than a 
controlling measure. That is, in the interests of the 
Students’ Society, restrictive legislature was introduced 
to prevent weaker students from taking posts which 
they might have to relinquish in the fall due to aca- 


demic pressures. Although the requirement could be. 


by no means an infallible measure, it seemed the 
only plausible means of insuring the dignity and 
reputation of this Students’ Society. 


However, in backing the original motion, it was 
not our opinion that the Students’ Society should or 
could stipulate continuous academic standards for the 
active individual. As far as we know, the University 
requires that all students participating in extracurri- 
cular activities be in good academic standing — that 
is that they be neither conditioned nor repeating stu- 
dents. With the reinforcement from the 65 per cent 
rule, the Students’ Society has insured itself to some 
extent against embarassing resignations, but we can- 
not see that we have any right or reason to impose 
controlling measures past this insurance. 


Aside from the ethics of the issue, the new addi. ° 


tion stipulating the maintenance of 65 per cent during 
the term of office would certainly not benefit the 
present state of student activities. As we found out 
during the election periods last year and this fall, 
there are many students who, though willing to hold 
office, fall between the “good academic standing” 
and 65 per cent category. After eliminating these at 
election time, it would be a further strain on our re- 
servoir of prospective student leaders to decline the 
services of those who later fell below the mark, 
although still in “good academic standing”. 


Finally, as we have also learned from exper- 
ience, placing the onus of decision on the deans was 
not a good idea both from the staff and the student 
point of view. : 

Taking all circumstances into consideration, there- 
fore, it is our opinion that the Students’ Society should 
settle for the maintenance of the University’s criterion 
of good academic standing as a requirement during 
all terms of office.

These latter two words summarize the philosophy of a pacifist misfit in the piggish 
world of power politics, Thou Shalt Not Kill, a film currently showing in Montreal, is an elo- 


quent exposition of the personal convictions of a conscientious objector and how, if univer- : 


sally adopted, they must inevitably result in the abolition of war. 


In essence, the argument is 
that if moral men, i.e., these 
with normal Intelligence who 
presently organize, prepare, 
administer and carry out the 
affairs of war, will not, re- 
gardless of political colour, 
allow themselves to be used 
as mercenary means for des- 
tructive ends... the possibi- 
lity of atomic suicide will 
cease to exist, 


If we all refrain from wear- 
ing uniforms, designing : mili- 
tary aircraft, manufacturing 
missile guidance systems or 
even from sharpening Gene- 
ral’s pencils, war, just like the 
dynosaur with nothing to sa- 
tisfy his appetite, will become 
extinct, { 

Regrettably, however, such 
worthwhile abstentionism 
calls for a new breed of man 
and economic structure. How 
many of today’s Engineering, 
Physics or Mathematics Gra- 
duates can afford to refuse 
jobs in government and indus- 
try which supply the weapons 
of war ? How many even bot- 
her to think of refusing ? After 
all, the scientist is not respon- 
sible for the conduct of foreign 
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affairs why should he assume 
the onerous duty of having to 
take the first crucial step In 
the breakdown of the military 
structure ? Let someone else

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also presents a realistic and 
sometimes gruesome picture 
of the pressures and emotions 
which militate against the in- 
dividual’s decision to say 
“NO” to superior orders. To 
effect such a choice is, of 
course, a decision of the most 
personal kind. 


In today’s thermonuclear 


world, the dilemma of modern 


man is compounded : not only 


must he refuse to obey orders 


he must also refuse to support 
what he feels to be morally 
correct. If he fails in either. of 
these duties, his own vapor- 


a 


ized destruction will be a cer- 
tain consequence, Again too, 
modern moral man must face 


the perplexing question of 


what, in fact, is morally right. 
In World War Il, he had no 
difficulty in fighting libertine 
Nazism but today the issues 
are not that clear. 

In Soviet eyes, the onl 
thing less sinful than Capital- 
ism is Stalinism. In American 
eyes, the only thing less sinful 
than Communism is McCarthy- 
ims. Can the Russian moral 
man be truly expected to 
abandon his brainwashed so- 
cialist dogmatism any more 
than the All-American would 
be willing to divest himself of 
his TIME-washed Joe Pyne Pa- 
triotism ? 


These are the living prob- 
lems created by the political, 
social and economic facts of 
life. While the happy solution 
to these questions can, no 
doubt, be solved by universal 
Idealism, at thls stage of the 
game, such pacifist theories 
have about as much a practic- 
al influence and application in 
world affairs as do the re- 
maining Ten Commandments.
